SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Water Department, Trustees of Trust Funds, 
North Stratford Library and Baldwin Trust Income Account. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets — December 31, 1962 - December 
31, 1963: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1962 and 
December 31, 1963, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the Surplus increased by $5,737.58 in 1963.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as 
entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by source 
insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures ver- 
ified. Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made from statements obtained from de- 
pository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the 
Collector’s records. The amount of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject to any 
changes which may be necessitated by the return of verification 
notices.

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Report of Superintendent 


As your new Superintendent I should like to take this 
opportunity to thank the people, Board of Education, adminis- 
trators, teachers and students for their fine cooperation this 
year and I hope in years to come. Coming to a new situation 
in itself is difficult, but the cooperative way in which I was 
received by all made the transition much more tenable. 


I feel that we have a well rounded and qualified faculty to 
teach the student-body of Stratford and North Stratford. Almost 
100% of our faculty are certified and we hope by September 
that we will reach 100%. 


Like all administrators, we are striving to do the best we 
can within the limitations that we must work with. Some of 
these limitations deal with the budget, finances, needs of the 
district, physical plant, aptitudes of the students, etc. There- 
fore, the Board has shown a very wise policy of moving ahead 
slowly being cognizant of the latest trends in education and 
taking only that portion that they feel have been tested and 
proven to be of benefit to the particular situation. We have 
many needs as do all school districts. We must also realize that 
Rome was not built in a day and we have a definite respon- 
sibility to the tax-payers who are responsible for approving 
the necessary means for implementing our educational program. 


I would like to give you a depiction of some of the achieve- 
ments and accomplishments that have been made this year. 
Several changes should be noted in the curriculum offerings at 
the High School level, namely; the addition of the College Prep 
Course in English Grades 9 through 12, the addition of a three- 
year French Course, College Prep Course in Biology, an addi- 
tional History Course, a Course in General Mathematics II to 
meet the needs of the terminal student, and a start in the 
P.S.S.C. Physics Program. The P.S.S.C. is the Physical Science 
Study Committee. 


In the very near future, Stratford High School will be 
visited by a committee from the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. Before this group may be in 
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to pass on accreditation of our school it is necessary for the 
staff and the administration to instigate a self-evaluation pro- 
gram which means each teacher will have the opportunity of 
rating the program and himself. When this is done a compila- 
tion will be made of all the findings of each group in each area 
covered for the evaluation. This evaluation is something that 
has been needed for a long time and will help immeasureably 
in the recognition of Stratford High School in the eyes of the 
colleges and universities not only in the immediate area but 
throughout the United States. 


It should also be noted that the Shop and Library facilities 
are constantly being improved and additional materials added 
to them. Also, the Elementary School Science Program has 
been supplemented by the addition of science kits so that the 
students ‘“May learn by doing”, in the lower grades. 


We would like to thank Plywood Products, Inc. for their 
donation of necessary plywood to redo the High School office. 
Anyone who has seen the office can understand the vast dif- 
ference this has made. The Elementary School boys’ basement 
area was completely done over. New shower rooms were added 
and the dressing rooms refurbished. It is to be noted that the 
outside woodwork on the building was repaired and painted. 


It is always necessary to go ahead to keep abreast of the 
various needs that will of necessity be coming to our attention. 
Some of these needs are herein stated. We would like to give 
attention to improving and enlarging the present playground 
area and clean up the existing wooded section. We would like 
also to offer instrumental music, to give more instruction in 
Art, and to expand our present Physical Education Program. 


Due to the large number of pupils that are transported, 
it has been necessary to rearrange the bus schedule with a 
special trip in the afternoon for Elementary School people only. 
This does rectify the transportation problem, but it does put 
additional duties on the present bus driver and custodian posi- 
tion. The Board is investigating this to see if a more equitable 
situation can be achieved. 


If we may at this time, we would like to give a report on 
the Stratford Hollow School. Presently we have 48 students 
enrolled at the Hollow with both classrooms filled and working 
to capacity. There are 22 students in the upper grades with 
Mrs. Lucille Bryan as a teacher, and 26 in Mrs. Nourine 
Boucher’s primary grades 1, 2, and 3. Students are trained 
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early to work independently while others are being taught. 
Each group is given basic standardized achievement tests so 
that they can reach the proper grade levels. Both classrooms 
are now taking advantage of the educational program offerings 
on Channel 8. These programs consist of experiences in Music, 
Art, and Social Studies. 


We instigated this year for the first time interscholastic 
instruction in competition with Groveton and Stark Schools 
with boys in the grades 5 and 6 participating in soccer and 
presently are working on basketball skills in the Groveton 
Gymnasium under the tutelage of Thomas Monohan. 


The School Nurse, Mrs. Marshall, checks all the students 
weekly regarding their health. Vaccinations, shots, physical 
examinations, are given periodically. 


It is to be noted that we offer an excellent Hot Lunch 
Program to the students at the Hollow conducted by Mrs. Grace 
Brown. 


The addition of the new artesian well assures the children 
of an adequate and healthful supply of water. 


Through the efforts of Mr. George Trask and with the 
cooperation of Plywood Products, Inc. panelling was donated 
and was installed by members of the faculty and administra- 
tion. We feel it has made a marked difference not only in the 
appearance of the building, but provided for the safety of 
the children in the halls. 


With the revamping of the transportation schedule, it is 
allowing more time for classroom work and provides the stu- 
dents with more time for teacher helping periods. 


Recommendations for next year are for the Board to study 
the needs for additional lighting and to paint the walls and 
ceilings of the classrooms.
